WASHINGTON. — The bill to 
provide a more equitable uniform 
allowance to newly commissioned 
and warrant officers—which would 
include retroactive payments ‘back 
to Jan. 1, 1953—heads a list of 
more than 15 Defense Department 
proposals that have been ignored 
by this dying session of Congress. 

The legislative requests have 
been introduced as bills but got no 
committee — consideration in the 
first sessio of the 85th Congress. 
The measures remain alive and 
may get action in the second ses- 
sion, although some are not in too 
favorable positions. 

Other bypassed proposals, ‘along 
with the uniform allowance meas- 
ure, include bills to pay quarters 
allowance to Reservists, allow 
inter-service transfer of officers, 
allow payment for unused, ac- 
erued leave in certain cases and 
permit more limited duty officers 
in the Navy. 

The Department's request for 
term retention contracts for Re- 
serve officers is getting attention— 
but not in the manner Defense 
wanted, This was the only Cordiner 
proposal Defense was ready to buy 
and it requested the bill be con- 
sidered independently. 

But a Senate Armed Services sub- 
committee is considering the whole 
Cordiner plan and insisting the

at the Capitol for years. It means 
15,000,000 in cash each of the 
next three years for those in quon- 
set huts and other substandard 
family units. Some 36,000 service 
families will collect. 

®@ Ditched the Capehart housing 
plan. After July-1, 1958, all hous- 
ing built for the military will be 
public quarters. 

@ Allowed up to 15 percent of 
the family housing built for en- 
listed men to contain four bed- 
rooms. Floor area limit will be 
the 1250-square-foot “officer” limit 
instead of the present 1080-foot 
“enlisted” limit. 

®@ Allowed the services through 
fiscal year 1959 — until June 30, 
1959—to rent housing at or near 
housing - short -“tactical” installa- 
tions and assign them to service 
personnel as public quarters. Up 
to $150 monthly per unit could be 
paid for such housing by Uncle 
Sam; the occupant would merely 
surrender his quarters allowance.

Francis said 35,000 to 50,000 of 
these policies should continue 
under waiver, because it would be 
more advantageous to both the 
policyholders and the beneficiaries. 

But the big remainder, Francis 
said, “should be modified so thae 
in the event of the death of the 
policy holders their dependents 
would be eligible for the more 
liberal compensation and indemni- 
ty payments.” 

He was referring to the benefits 
under the new survivor benefits 
law. They are considerably greater, 
in most cases, than those payable 
under the old system.

He Makes It Look 


what’s in store for you? 


Most of Alaska is not a great 
deal colder than some northern 
parts of the United States, In a 
typical Alaskan winter, tempera- 
tures bélow -40 degrees are the ex- 
ception rather than the rule. 

However, the winter cold is not 
your primary concern. The arctic 
summer is, and it holds more prob- 
lems to military operations than 
does the winter. 

The extreme high temperature 
throughout the continental low- 
lands of the arctic (such as Fort 
Greely) is above 80 degrees for 
brief spells in the summer. The 
heat melts vast quantities of ice 
and snow. Most wf the true arctic 
and parts of the forested sub-arc- 
tic are permanently frozen a few 
feet beneath the surface. This is 
known as “permafrost.” 

Because of this underlying per- 
mafrost, the wate: from the sum- 
mer thaws cannot be absorbed into 
the ground. The frozen fields of 
winter become seas of swamp and 
mud in summer. You will learn 
this in the “arctic geography, 
weather and climate, and summer 
arctic operations” courses at the 
school. 

For those who remember the 
mud of Korea or Italy, Alaska 
makes those plases look like dust- 
bowls. Soft marshy. tundra, sticky 
muskeg bogs, dense sub-arctic for- 
est and permafrost are used to il- 
lustrate-the capabilities and lim- 
itations of cargo carriers, tanks 
and Army aircraft.

Soldiers Still 
Key in War, 
Wyman Says 


BOSTON — In spite' of atomie 
weapons, guided missiles and rock- 
ets, the man on the ground: is still 
the decisive factor in war. 

That the word from Gen. W. G. 
Wyman, who, as commanding Gen- 
eral, Continental Army Command, 
is responsible for the country’s 
ground defenses, for training to- 
day’s Army and for developing 
tomorrow’s Army. 

The four-star. general made his 
remarks at the 13th annual national 
convention of AMVETS this week 
at the Hotel Statler. 

* + 





IN DISCUSSING the importance 
of man in war, Gen. Wyman said: 

“Every tool of war devised by 
man, whether it swims in the sea 
or flies in the air, is designed for 
just one purpose: to prepare for 
and support the operations of your 
Army where the enemy lives—on 
the ground.” He went on to say that 
today the Army has more men on 
the ground, under arms and train- 
ing, than at any previous time in 
our nation’s peacetime history. 

“This healthy growth in military 
muscle has been achieved despite 
the budgetary compression and the 
phased reduction of your active 
Army during the past year,” Gen. 
Wyman explained. 

He said that long-range plans 
for national defense must be sub- 
ject’ to constant change and’ that 
resistance to change is “like mud 
on the spikes: of a sprinter:” ;: 

‘ “Too much of it and we-eould 
lose the race,” he pointed ‘out.’ 

“Flexibility—not rigidity—-must 
be the watchword ‘of our day,” 
Gen. Wyman said. He warned of 
the dangers of “Maginot Line” 
thinking, which, he said is a 
symbol‘ of national disaster and a 
synonym for “rigor ‘mortis of thé

® EDITORIALS 
‘Austerity’ 


Members of the House Appropriations 
committee say they are displeased because 
zome construction planned for service people 
“jJlustrates a departure from austerity.” 
They particularly criticized air conditioning 
in some quarters in the south and southwest, 
private baths in bachelor officers’ quarters 
anda 21-foot ceiling in the lounge and ball- 
room of an airmen’s club. 

If there hadn’t been 16 years of austerity 
in the depression and war years, and if the 
government wasn’t spending millions abroad 
on lavish projects and millions at home on 
fancy federal offices, we’d have more sym- 
pathy with the committee’s stand. 

But how, logically, do the congressmen 
expect to get first-class people for the serv- 
ices if they insist that servicemen be treated 
as second-class citizens? 

What, do the congressmen think, is the 
impression the services make on potentially 
good officers and men when even a lieu- 
tenant colonel may be assigned a bare, hot 
room, with the nearest bath down a long and 
public corridor? Or when many a service 
family is forced to live in a thin-walled, low- 
ceilinged apartment out on a treeless plain? 

The prospective service candidate thinks 
this: Even if I don’t make as much in civilian 
life, though I probably will, at least I’ll live 
better. 

We think the time for austerity is past, 
as far as the services are concerned, just as 
it has passed for congressmen and other 
civilians. ' 

Rather, there should be an annual invest- 
ment in more of the niceties of living for our 
officers and men. And investment it would 
be, for there would be rich returns:to the 
taxpayer in reduced personnel turnover. 


Rash Slash 


Speaking of austerity, one of the things 
which should disturb congressmen and 
other Americans is the slash ordered in re- 
rearch and development projects. The 
capable military analyst of the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, Brig. Gen. Thomas R. Phil- 
Jips (USA-Retd.) says it has been learned 
that a 10 percent reduction in R&D has been 
ordered across the board. 

We feel he is right in his assertion that 
“this easily can be the most serious, in its 
future effects, of the effort to reduce ex- 
penditures. Roughly one-third of R&D funds 
is used to maintain the establishment of re- 
search, development and testing.” 

He continues: “This means that the re- 
duction in effort on going projects must be 
yvreater than the 10 percent by about one- 
third. What will happen to the development 
of the weapons on which we shall have to 
depend five to 10 years from now is a mat- 
ter of great concern to everyone in the mili- 
tarv establishment.” 

Now, perhaps to the average American 
or congressman, research and development 
is one of those long-range things that are 
mere frills on the big Defense Department 
budget. 

But R&D is serious business, making 
urgent demands on our experts who are 
working with the same sense of urgency 
upon a project scheduled for completion five 
years from now as is the corner barber in 
trying to finish his last haircut before catch- 
ing the 7:03 home to dinner, the last train 
of the day. 

The barber will be inconvenienced if he 
has to wait for the midnight bus, but if we 
cut R&D funds America may miss the last 
boat. 
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Untair Tag on Officers

From the tone of Lt. Gen. Donald P. 
Booth’s statement (published as part of 
an Army Times news story 3 Aug.), one 
wonders how those Reserve officers be- 
ing currently released were ever per- 
mitted to join the Army in the first.place 
— much less to become officers. 

He used the terms “sub - standard,” 
“median” and “below-average” in describ- 
ing the performance of these officers. 
Yet a great many of them, in the past 
12 to 16 years, have advanced from private 
If Gen. Booth’s 
description is true, there must be some- 
thing wrong with our promotion system. 

He went on to say that “statistics show 
that Regulars consistently rate higher in 
job performance than non-Regulars.” That 
is probably true, as the Regulars usually 
take care of their own during the rating 
processes. There is some question, how- 
ever, as to actual performance in many 
cases.

HE ADMITTED that “some Regulars 
will be retained whose performance rat- 
ings are not as good as some non-Regulars 
being released.” He defended this by say- 
ing that “the only thing a Regular has go- 
ing for him today that differentiates his 
status from that of the Reservists is job 
tenure. This must be protected.” 

The general should be careful not to 
contradict previous policy statements by 
the Department, to the effect that the 
Army ds seeking quality orily. 

The fact is that, even before the present 
cutback was ordered, the long-range ob- 
jective of Army personnel officials has 
been to eliminate Reserve officers from 
the grade of captain arid above — but 
specifically in the field grades — in order 


to perpetuate promotion spaces for the 
Regular officer. 
. . * 

THE FACT is that few of these Reserve 
officers deserve the degrading label that 
has been hung upon them. If a. cut is 
necessary, so inform the people concerned. 
But why relieve them under the subter- 
fuge of inefficiency, which term will stay 
with them through the years to come. 

Under the present rating system, unfor- 
tunately, a superior can write a -Reserve 
officer out of the service with no questions 
asked. It is rare that the reviewing of- 
ficer will disagree with the rater. It is 
extremely rare when the rater, after ren- 
dering a derogatory report on a subordin- 
ate; will discuss it with him. 

True, board action’ for sub-standard 
Regulars is provided for in regulations. 
But in reality it is a faree. I wonder if 
Gen. Booth would like to comment on how 
many ineffective Regulars are on duty 
who have been in grade for more than 10 
years, passed over for promotion more 
than twice, but who stumble along, un- 
disturbed until they can retire at the end 
of 30 years. 

s a * 

THIS is not meant to reflect on the 
many thousands of fine, professionally 
competent Regular officers. By the same 
token, all the Reserve officers now being 
released are not sub-standard, inefficient 
goofs, either. 

There is no military remedy for this 
situation. But Reservists still have elected 
representatives in Congress who can be ap- 
pealed to, in order to avoid being labeled 
eight-balls for their years of service. There 
are many men in Congress who would not 
subscribe to the Army’s principle of sec- 
cond-class officers and second-class patriot- 
ism. 

And is the ROA afraid to take a stand 
in this situation? Possibly it has a second- 
class membership — at a reduced rate for 
those sub-standard ex-officers.

eit the end of World War II corrosive influences have 
reduced service morale to a state that is rapidly becoming 
demoralization. (The military definition of demoralize is: to 
deprive troops of courage and self-reliance; to render them 


distrustful and hopeless.) 
The present deteriorating state 
of service morale and the attend- 
ant lack of esprit de corps ex- 
piains why the high-type personnel 


’ go urgently needed are refusing to 


accept a military career, and why 
good men are leaving the service 
in disgust. 

Two corrosive influences are re- 
sponsible for this state of 
first — external political influ- 
ences; second — internal abuses 
and evils. Together these two 
forces have combined to sabotage 
service morale, even though it has 
not been done wilfully or deliber- 
ately. 


“External political influence” 
can. be explained by use of the 
phrase “political expediency.” 
There is no evidence to support 
the assumption that “political ex- 
pedience” results in the best good 
for the greatest number of people. 
On the other hand, there is ample 
evidence that this influence has 
become a part of our way of life, 
and that when Judiciously pursued, 
does no general harm of conse- 
quence. 

* ” s 

MANY EXAMPLES of the appli- 
cation of this influence are too 
familiar to all to require cata- 
loguing here. The latest is the con- 
cern in Congress over “early re- 
tirement privileges of the militaiy.” 

This infers that in the interests 
ef “economy” the “retirement 
promise” may go the way of other 
“promises” that have been syste- 
matically broken since the end of 
World War II. 

Many of us who fought in World 
War II as well as in the Korean 
police action, feel that we have 
contributed no more than a small 
repayment on the debt we owe to 
other soldiers who since before the 
War of Independence have fought 
and died to preserve for all of us 
the privilege of living in these 
United States as free men. We con- 
tend that this contribution to the 
debt we owe the past, and a like 
contribution to posterity, is an 
obligation and a privilege. The only 
additional payment we ask is that 
the promises that were made on 
an “if you survive” basis be kept. 

We do not expect or desire pref- 
erential treatment, but only the 
kind of treatment that will permit 
our wives, our children and our- 
selves to be received as worth- 
while citizens in peace as well as 
in war. 

~ ” + 

THE SECOND of the corrosive 
influences, “internal abuses and 
evils” is embodied in the saying, 
“Power corrupts, and absolute 
power tends to corrupt absolutely.” 

The power referred to is, first, 
that which permits the vacillating 
and capricious personnel policies 
that have changed what used to be 
a career or a profession into a 
gambler’s future; i.e., “chicken to- 
day, feathers tomorrow”; secondly, 
the power embodied in the present 
efficiency report and promotion 
systems that have created an ab- 
solute and unappealable autocracy 
for the rating officer. 

The capricious personnel policies 
are too well known to everyone to 
require Specific mention. Taken to- 
gether, they impress one as being 
based on the whims and fancies of 
people apparently dedicated to the 
proposition that constant, fanciful 
vatiety is a sign of brilliance, and 
that a stable and equitable policy 
is a sign of weakness and stagna- 
tion.

THE PRESENT efficiency report

for the rating officer that permits 
and encourages abuses that violate 
every democratic principle upon 
which this nation is founded, — 
The reference is to The Demo- 
cratic Principles of Justice, and 
not the principles of rank, disci- 
pline, and obedience. The evils and 
abuses stem from the actual im- 


not from the intent of the govern- 
ing regulations. 

The efficiency report system is 
apparently upon the assump- 
tion that all rating officers are in- 
fallible in judgment, objective to 
a fault, masters of descriptive 
English, entirely free from preju- 
dice and whose honesty and integ- 
rity are beyond reproach. The pro- 
nouncements of such a paragon of 
virtue are forever free from error; 
therefore, no provisions for appeal- 
ing, answering or correcting errors 
are required and ‘none is provided. 


An officer can go along for years, 
producing good work, and assum- 
ing from the attitude of his com- 
manding officers and associates 
that he is all a good officer should 
be, until the shock of promotion 
pass-overs or unrenewed category 
sends him to the Pentagon to try 
to discover the reason for this dis- 
aster. There he sees his efficiency 
reports for the first time and dis- 
covers the answer. Without warn- 
ing, hint, or counsel, rating officers 
who. have graced his board, shared 
his conviviality and his “friend- 
ship” have quietly and insidiously 
“slipped him the shaft.” 

Can he appeal the rating offi- 
cers? Can he ask for a board and 
require proof of the charges of 
which he has been found guilty? 
Does he havy any remedy or ap- 
peal? He does not. 

* * * 

THERE ARE TODAY hundreds 
of officers who have been humili- 
ated and deprived of reputation 
and the fruits of long and faithful 
service without due process, the 
“due process” guaranteed by the 
Constitution. There will be addi- 
tional hundreds of victims of a 
system that is autocratic, arbitrary, 
eallous and viciously unjust. 

The immediate effect of the pol- 
icies mentioned here is to deprive 
troops of moral courage and self- 
reliance. The long-range effect was 
well delineated by Mr. Bourjaily, 
in a recent article in this publica- 
tion, ie., public relations in sup- 
port of the service.

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PFC Defends Draft 
In Senate Hearing 


WASHINGTON — John Graham, an inducted Army 
private first class, won commendations from Senators last 
week by testifying against a change in draft laws urged by 


top Pentagon officials. 

The erudite private from Fort 
Myer, Va., told the Senate Armed 
Services Committee it would place 
“a certain social stigma” on thou- 
sands of young men if present 
minimum mental qualifications for 
draftees are raised. 

Pending was a House-passed bill 
that would give the President 
broad authority in fixing minimum 
mental standards for the draft and 
call of the military services. 

Assistant Secretary William H. 
Francis Jr., Pentagon manpower 
expert, and a platoon of officers 
from all the services had urged 
Senate approval of the draft act 
change. 

They said the Army is wasting 
as much as $8-million a year now 
trying to train inductees who lack 
the ability to learn how to operate 
the increasingly complex weapons 
and equipment of nuclear warfare. 

It costs about $1600 to train a 
recruit and the Army said it was 
forced to discharge 8600 inept 
trainees in a recent six months 
period. 

Only the Army now requires 
draftees because voluntary enlist- 
ments supply the other services. 
But these services also must take 
a certain percent of the low test 
group set by the draft law as vol- 
unteers. 

Chairman Russell expressed 
“grave misgivings” about altering 








the minimum mental draft re- 
quirements. 

“There still are places where 
brawn is as important as brains 
in the armed services,” Russell 
said. “We will have to use these 
men in an all-out war.”

GRAHAM SAID he was practic- 
ing law in a New York City firm 
when drafted about a year ago at 
25 years.

pas bill to the President for sign- 
ing. 

Some of the moves were put in 
the bill by the House. Some were 
added by the Senate. Among the 
latter was the substandard housing 
plan. 

What the Senate did was put in 
the bill the separate House-passed 
substandard housing bill, first mak- 
ing changes which threatened the 
passage of the bill—changes which 
the House rejected last year, kill- 
ing the substandard bill. But the 
Senate backed down on all its 
changes except the time limit.

JUST HOW SOON units are 
designated substandard and how 
soon service families in them 
switch to a rental basis, depends 
on how fast Defense can get out 
the necessary regulations after the 
President signs the bill. Indications 
in the Pentagon are that it will 
be a matter of weeks. 

The services know, for the most 
part, which units they want 
declared substandard. 

They are ready to switch to a 
rental basis as soon as agreement 
is reached on criteria for declaring 
units inadequate and regulations 
are drawn up. 

The substandard housing provi- 
sion would apply until July 1, 1960. 
By that time Defense must either 
abolish or improve substandard 
quarters. The measure would apply 
only to family quarters — not to 
BOQs—and could not be applied 
for Wherry housing.

THE 36,000 service families 
Jiving in substandard quarters— 
in some cases half a quonset hut— 
have had to surrende,y their full 
quarters allowance up to now be- 
cause their units were built with 
appropriated funds.

Widespread Rumors Predict 
Further Military Reductions

Rumors are flying about that 
further reductions in our armed 
forces are under consideration — 

rhaps to be reflected in the next 

dget. Since the military budget 
itself is now et per the toned 
when the proposals of the 
armed services must be cee 
ated” by the Secretary of Defense, 
and the net result hammered out 
between Defense and the Budget 
Bureau, this is a prolific season for 
such rumors, 

One such report, which has at- 
tained consider- 
able currency, is 
that the next cut 
will be on the or- 
der of 300,000 
men — down toa 
total of 2,500,000 
—and that a good 
part of this cut 
will be imple- F 
mented by reduc- §&§ 
ing our forces in 
Europe. This has 
sent a shiver of 
anxiety through all our West-Euro- 
pean allies. 

The anxiety has its origin in old 
fears rather than in any fixed de- 
votion to the present numerical 
level of our NATO contribution, It 
is too readily assumed that the 
first reduction will be followed by 
another, until at last the Yanks 
will have gone home altogether. 
Europeans who voice these fears 
generally tack on a final phrase — 
“leaving western Europe defense- 
less against the Russians.”

IT IS HARD to see, on any com- 
parative basis, why five American 
divisions plus a modest tactical air 
force should make the difference 
between Western Europe being de- 
fensible and not defensible. No 
longer ago than 1914, the countries

R&R Visits In 
Hong Kong Ok’d 


WITH THE 24TH INF. DIV., 
Korea—A recent modification in 
the R&R program allow Army per- 
sonnel to visit Hong Kong.

It is therefore very easy to say, 
let the European nations provide 
their own armies and air defense 
units, and we'll take care of the sea 
and the long-range air deterrent 
force. The fact is that among the 
European members of NATO, only 
West Germany is today engaged in 
increasing its armaments, and West 
Germany started from _ scratch. 
Most of the others are. reducing 
either numbers or length of service. 
But there is also a hopeful de- 
velopment, in the increasing eco- 
nomic and political integration of 
the Western European countries. 
The steel and coal community’s suc- 
cess has been followed by agree- 
ment — soon to be ratified, accord- 
ing to all indications—on an atomic 
power pool and a common market 
including France, West Germany, 
Italy and the Benelux countries. 
Paralleling this effort is the grow- 
ing importance of NATO as a po- 
litical and economic as well as a 
military union, If the six countries 
in the steel-coal atomic-common 
market set-up could also reach an 
agreement on a common defense 
force, they alone should be able to 
produce one quite capable of giving 
the Russians pause.

THEIR combined population is 
160,000,000 as against 200,000,000 
for the Soviet Union, which cer- 
tainly doesn’t add up to hopeless 
odds as far as manpower is con- 
cerned. Nor is West Europe ser- 
iously outweighed by the Soviets 
in industrial production either, es- 
pecially as Britain is of course to 


the Russians cannot count on using 
troops from the satellite countries 
in any aggression: the Hungarian 
rebellion exploded that illusion for 
good and all. 

There are, then, good material 
arguments to support a policy of 
gradual reduction of American 
manpower in Europe, paralleled by 
German rearmament and by the de- 
velopment of common defense 
plans among the continental states. 

The psychological problem, how- 
ever, remains—the problem of the 
old fears that America will in the 
end abandon Europe. The presence 
of American troops makes it cer- 
tain that Russian attack in the 
West will automatically involve 
America. American withdrawal 
would leave this involvement in 
question — would we or wouldn't 
we live up to our treaty engage- 
ments at a critical hour, Such 
doubts strike at the very roots of 
Allied confidence, at the unity of 
the free world. If ever we are to 
come to a satisfactory solution of 
the cold war, it must come from 
gradual recession by the Russians 
from their conquered territories, 
including East Germany, and ac- 
companying changes in Russian 
policies and purposes. This can 
be accomplished only by continued 
pressure, born of unity and nourish- 
ed by mutual confidence. 

It would be too much to say that 
we must stay in Europe in our pres- 
ent numbers until the dawn of the 
new and better world we are all 
working for — but the material 
arguments must not stand alone.

Automation in Intelligence 
Tested at Fort Holabird 


FORT HOLABIRD, Md.—Startling changes may be on the way in the intelligence 
field, Maj. Gen. Richard G, Prather, commanding general of the Intelligence Center, an- 





nounced recently. 

-The human brain .can remem- 
ber only so much, assimilate, con- 
nect, compare, and collate only so 
much in a given period of time— 
and this is not. enough to satisfy 
requirements that modern war- 
fare has placed. on_ intelligence 
personnel. So intelligence is turn- 
ing to machines. Experiments in 
the automation of intelligence are 
tow underway at Fort Holabird. 

Recently; the president of the 
Intelligence Board, Col. Frank F, 
Carr, invited a group of military

About 200 persons attended the 
demonstration and briefings given 
by Lt. Col. Charles F..

The demonstration by the In- 
telligence Board marked one of 
the final steps in an experiment 
which began April 15, 1957, based 
on -preplanning activities going 
back a year.

Army Develops Forklift 
Truck for Rough Terrain 


-WASHINGTON — A new type 
of rough-terrain forklift truck, de- 
signed for the rapid handling of 
military supplies under the most 


rugged field conditions, has been 
developed by -the Quartermaster 
Corps, the Army announced last 
week. 

The new trucks are capable of 
operating over natural surfaces en- 
countered on beaches and at ad- 
vanced temporary open - storage 
areas necessary for cross-country 
transport and off-the-road. distribu- 
tion of supplies. The vehicles can 
move through the surf and five feet 
of water to transfer supplies from 
landing’ craft to inland storage 
points and are able to load and un- 
load: materials on beaches, across 
snow fields, and in virtually all 
types of difficult areas: inaccessible 
to conventional handling equip- 
ment. 

Designed to QM specifications by 
the Clark Equipment Co. of Battle 
Creek, Mich., the new forklift 
trunks have operational and me- 
ehanical characteristics unlike any 
found in presently available equip- 
ment.

EQUIPPED WITH both front and 
rear axle steering, the trucks can 
move sidewise at a 20 degree angle. 


right or left, independently of the 
axles, to permit pickup of loads set 
at an angle or to carry loads at an 
even level across a hillside. 
The truck has.no conventional 
upright. The forks are extensions 
of. hydraulic- operated telescoping 
arms. which reach out, up of down, 
to pick up loads. A side-shifting 
device moves the forks two feet to 
either side of center to lift off- cen- 
ter loads. Forks also act as a 
built-in jack. If the front wheels

Artillery School to Use 
New Radio Survey Device 


FORT SILL, Okla—The Army 
Artillery and Missile School here 
is expected to have a new device 
for surveying in extensive field 
tests by 1958. 

The device—called the telluro- 
meter—determines. the distance 
desired by putting out a signal in 
the form of a radio beam. The 
signal is sent from a master sta- 
tion to a remote station where the 
signal is received and retrans- 
mitted back to the master station. 

Time elapsed in the round trip 
is then converted into a linear dis- 
tance through a simple computa- 
tion. Tellurometer—developed in 
Cape Town, Africa—is capable of 
measuring lines from 500 feet in

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Copters Rescue Two in Rockies 


FORT RUCKER, Ala.— 
Two rescue missions in the 
world’s largest known heli- 
copter, the Sikorsky H-87, 
recently were flown within 
three days by pilots assigned 
to the Army Aviation Board 
here at Fort Rucker. 


The helicopters were at Fort 
Carson, Colo.,sundergoing high alti- 
tude tests, when the first call was 
received one morning that air 
evacuation was needed for a Boy 
Scout injured while hiking with a 
troop in the mountains north of 
Rock Springs, Wyo. 

To save time and fuel the Wyo- 
ming aeronautics commissioner 
pases a light plane ahead of the 

elicopter to pick a pathway 
through the 13,000 foot mountain 
to a landing in a narrow pocket 
near a stream more than 10,000 
feet above sea level. It was the 
first time a landing at that high 
an altitude had heen attempted, 
although the H-37 has been flown 
at 14,000 feet. 


The first landing made by Test 
Pilot Donald Clark proved to be at 
a spot where the terrain between 
the helicopter and campsite was 
too rough for evacuating the pa- 
tient, so a take-off was made by 
co-pilot, Capt. James E. Bowman 
to a more suitable landing spot 
within a mile of the campsite. 
Horses borrowed from a camping 
party in the area were used for 
evacuation of the Scout to the heli- 
copter. 


The mercy ship landed on its re- 
turn trip at Rock Springs, Wyo., 
with less than five minutes gas 
supply remaining. The gasoline 
load was lightened for the trip to 
facilitate a landing and reduce fire 
danger in case trouble developed. 

SFC Alvin G. Cooper was crew 
chief during the mission.

11 the Army Aviation 
Board Detachment.at Fort Carson 
received a second call from Flight 
Service that a seriously injured 
man required evacuation from the 
southwest slope of Pikes Peak.

“Ready and reliable service” is the 
motto of the 7th Inf. Div. medics 
who -treat approximately 1600 sol- 
diers each month for everything 
from toothaches to critical opera- 
tions. 

With the 7th: Medical Bn. as 
headquarters and 12 air stations 
and dental clinics set up through- 
out the division—every soldier on 
the daily sick call report can 
quickly be cared for: 

The morning sick call hours are 
by far the busiest for the medics. 
However personnel are on duty 24 
hours a day-to take care of any- 
one needing medical attention. 
There is adequate transportation 
for patients with 36 ambulances 
available at all times. 

The daily activities at the Medi- 
cal Bn, hospital consist of care for 





patients, check-ups, shots, X-rays, 
and treatment of countless other 
ailments. The x-ray lab, where ap- 
proximately 1200 x-rays are taken 
each month, is one of the busiest 
parts of the building. 

As a “combat ready” unit, the 
Medical Bn. still operates much the 
same as it did during the Korean 
conflict. The battalion’s medics 
participate in alerts, field maneu- 
vers and road marches which help 
to improve their effectiveness in 
the field. 

“This is a versatile unit,” said 
Lt. Col. Linden H. Schwab, bat- 


talion commander and division sur- 
geon, “which at any given moment 
could evacuate quickly and without 
complications and set medical fa- 
cilities where they could be most 
serviceable to the division.”

WASHINGTON. — Some 5874 
units of housing have been con- 
tracted for overseas, to be paid 
for by surplus agricultural com- 
modities, and projects have been 
approved calling for another 4002 
units, 

Congress has sent to the Presi- 
dent a bill extending the law un- 
der which these units are paid for 
—the Agricultural Trade Develop- 
ment and Assistance Act of 1954. 
The bill extends the law another 
year and another $1 billion to the 
value of agricultural surpluses 
that may be used overseas. 

Military housing is one of 10 
purposes for which the U.S. uses 
the food surpluses. The food is 
sold for local currency and this 
balance of local money is used to 
pay construction costs. 

Figures released by Sen. John 
Stennis (D., Miss.), chairman of 
the Armed Services military con- 
struction subcommittee, show that 
$2 billion has been spent to build 


5874 units. This includes 1483 
units at 14 locations in the United 
Kingdom (total cost: $15 million); 
2706 units at 20 locations in France 
($50 million); and 1691 units at 
22 locations in Japan ($17 mil- 
lion). 

As soon as designing work is 
completed and bids taken, the 
following projects will be placed 
under contract: 

426 units at five locations in 
Spain ($6.4 million); 616 units at 
three locations in Italy ($8.5 mil- 
lion); 960 units at 22 locations in 
the United Kingdom (%12 mil- 
lion); 900 units at Clark AFB, 
Philippines ($18 million); 600 
units at Kindley AFB, Bermuda 
($12 million); and 500 units at 
three locations in Morocco ($8 
million). 

In the early stages of develop- 
ment are new projects in Saudi 
Arabia, Morocco, Spain and Ice- 
land. Libya may also get some 
housing units through this pro- 
gram.

term retention bill be tied in as 


part of a package deal. 

The clothing allowance bill, 
judging from mail received by this 
newspaper, is one of the most 
popular with service officers. But 
it ig not overly popular on the 
Hill. One reason is money: the 


measure would have cost $1.6 mil- 
lion through 1957. And this was 
not the year to get costly bills 
through. 

Another factor in the bill’s delay 
is the retroactive feature. Con- 
gressmen are always wary of 
retroactive clauses, for they fear 
such might set a precedent and 
bring on more bills asking back 
payments. They also feel retroac- 
tive dates leave many unsatisfied 
If a bill is made retroactive to 
Jan. 1, 1953, letters promptly ar- 
rive from officers who were com- 
missioned a month before that— 
and why should they be cut out? 

Defense says that in this case 
the latter complaint wouldn't 
arise, since the bill is retroactive 
to the date Regular officers stop- 
ped getting initial uniform allow- 
ances. 


Under the measure, all newly 
commissioned officers and  war- 
rant officers would get a $300 


clothing check. Those commissioned 
since Jan. 1, 1953 would get the 
money and those who got less than 
$300 would have the difference 
paid up. 

Two groups would be excluded 
from the bill: service academy 
graduates and Navy ROTC officers 
—both of whom have their educa- 
tions subsidized by the government. 

The bill, HR 5254, would affect 
over 5500, including 1585 in the 
Army, 1541 in the Air Force and 
over 2300 in the Navy and Marine 
Corps. 

Cost by services would be Army, 
$475,500; Air Force, $435,300; 
Navy $611,550; and Marine Corps, 
$145,000. 

Under present conditions most 
Reserve officers receive an initial 
allowance and most Regulars don’t 
The confusion of laws leaves 
serious inequities. An example: 
Most ROTC graduates are com- 
missioned in the Reserve but a few 
outstanding students get Regular, 
permanent, commissions. The Re- 
serves get a $300 allowance, the 
outstanding men get nothing.

HERE, IN BRIEF DETAIL, are 
others measures of interest to the 
Army, not acted on this session. 
Some of these failed to get con- 
sidered simply because of a lack 





of time and they may get action 
next session: 

Quarters Allowance: HR 3041 
would pay basic allowance for 
quarters to enlisted Reservists on 


active duty fdr training at the 
same rates paid to Regular en- 
listed men. The bill includes Na- 
tional Guardsmen. Any full-time 


duty for which members are en- 
titled to receive pay (from the 
federal government) could be in- 
cluded. Because of the way the law 
is written, Reserves now get quar- 
ters allowance in the top four 
grades E-4 through E-7, if they 
have more than seven years’ serv- 
ice and the maximum, amount is 
$67.50 a month. Regulars, paid ac- 
cording to later law, get. from 
$51.30 to $96.90 a month and it goes 
to all enlisted grades. 
Inter-Service Transfers: HR 2843 
would allow an officer to switch 
service if the man and both serv- 
ices give their consent. In the 
case of National Guardsmen, the 
governor or other appropriate 
state official must approve. Defense 


said it wanted this bill because 
sometimes one service has a 
surplus of officers with certain 


scientific skills while another serv- 
ice has a shortage of such officers. 

Chaplains: HR 2459 would pro- 
vide an assistant chaplain at West 
Point and would increase the chap- 
lain’s pay. 

Accrued Leave: HR 3409 would 
allow personnel to be ordered home 
to await retirement or separation 
for physical disability without hav- 
ing the time at home count against 
accrued leave. The bill would also 
validate payments made in this way 
before April 1, 1953 to members 
of the Army and Air Force. The 
services say this would save money 
in the long run by relieving -serv- 
ice hospitals of the expense of 
keeping these men. 

Foreign Cadets: HR 7137 would 
permit appointment of 40° cadets 
from friendly foreign nations at 
Annapolis, 28 at West Point and 30 
at the Air Force Academy. 

Travel Money: HR 7902 would 
make sure men delayed in travel 
home after separation because of 
hospitalization get travel allow- 
ance to the home of their choice. 
Under present law, those who do 
not go home within a year get 
travel money only to their original 
home of record. Frequently they 
are prevented from traveling be- 
cause of illness. Retroactive pay- 
ments’ involved. 

Warrants: Another measure in- 
troduced too -late for action this 
session, HR 9251, would allow the 
services to drop warrant officers 
from the rolls in the same way 
they can now drop commissioned 
officers and Reserve enlisted men.

Believes We'll Have 
No Army by 1970 


FORT GORDON, Ga.: At the rate 
we're going now, we won't have an 
Army in 1970. I am speaking of 
the new release program. 

Two-thirds of our soldiers are 
being kicked out of the service 
because they have no high school 
or college education. 

I am not a career soldier, but I 
think the fellows are getting “the 
shaft.” At least nine-tenths of the 
men in service who have any col- 
lege education are draftees and dis- 
like military service: The ones who 
are considered “sub-standard” per- 
sonnel are the men who were in the 
Korean conflict and World War II. 
They were the ones who suffered 
day and night, not knowing when 
or whether they would see their 
families again. They were the ones 
who had the sleepless nights and 
the single can of C-rations to last 
a week. 

As I&E NCO of my unit, I have 
men with good moral character who 
are doing good work but have only 
a grade school education. What 
will happen to them? You guessed 
it—some college kid will be drafted 
to replace them. Yet the college 
kid does not know, or desire to 
learn, the basic fundamentals 
needed by a fighting man...

FORT KNOX, Ky.: An incident 
came to my attention recently 
when a soldier of my unit, with 
over 15 years of honorable service, 
mentioned to me that he might be 
denied the privilege of reenlisting 
if he is unable to raise his GED 
score. It appears that somewhere, 
among the numerous changes in 
this “modern Army” he was left out 
due to low 1Q, with no regard to 
length of service or grade. 

It is true that we need better 
educated personnel in the Army, 
but just how much formal educa- 
tion is really necessary for an en- 
listed man in the basic service 
units? Actually, very little is need- 
ed to do a superior job spreading 
asphalt or installing a culvert on 
a military road, or even to perform 
first echelon maintenance on a gov- 
ernment vehicle. 

In fact, I have observed in nu- 
merous cases where enlisted men 
with college degrees and or a great 
deal of skill in a particular field 
do not always do the best job in 
these units where the emphasis is 
placed on manual labor and “com- 
mon horse sense.” 

Much has been said and done 
about making the Army more at- 
tractive as a career for young men, 
but it’s very clear to everyone, re- 
gardless of his IQ, how the Army 
is treating its old soldiers, especial- 
ly those who have given many 
years of faithful service: to their 
country. 

Some of these men with low 
mental scores served as first ser- 
geants, platoon sergeants, and 
squad leaders during WWII and 
the Korean conflict, and lived. 

Their IQs were never question- 
ed while they were risking their 
lives daily for their country and 
the free world. 

We all realize that there must 
be a starting point in order to raise 
the overall mental level of person- 
nel in the “modern Army,” but 
why correct it at the expense of 
men who have served honorably 
during two wars? 

Most of these men have expend- 


ro 





ed-the better days of their lives in 
the service, and- forcing them out 
of service, morally, is not fair, En- 
listed men in the Group IV mental | first 
classification have been 

in the Army since the end of 

II, until April 1957. 

Most of these men have been 
out of school many years. The ma- 
jority of the NCOs are not, school- 
trained in their PMOS. Since the 
Army maintains that the non-com- 
missioned officers will be better 
leaders if they are educated, why 
not some provision to improve the 
opportunity for all non eommis- 
sion officers to attend schools: of 
their PMOS? 

Generally, this wil] benefit the 
Army materially by schooling its 
personnel who are interested in 
making the Army a career. Of 
course, this policy will require 
some changes in the Army’s pres- 
ent school mandatory prerequisites 
as prescribed by DA Pamphlet 20- 
21, as amended, 

However, the caliber of person- 
nel the Army would like to have 
as career soldiers, are not mili- 
tarily inclined and are not inter- 
ested in making the sacrifice re- 
quired.

Prior to the effective date, let’s 
say 1 Jan., 1958, all personnel hold- 
ing temporary grades would be re- 
quired to appear before a board 
of officers (and NCOs), the presi- 
dent being a field grade officer. 
This board will determine whether 
the man should remain in his pres- 
ent grade, which would then be- 
come permanent, or reduced one 
grade, date of rank being the date 
enlisted man was promoted to the 
higher grade. 

Upon effective date, 1 Jan. 1958, 
there would be, in my opinion, nu- 
merous vacancies in the higher en- 
listed grades which could be filled 
by qualified personnel presently 
frozen in the lower grades.

Was ‘a Mistake’ 


MONTEREY, Calif.: In March 
of this year I applied for a renewal 
of category. I wasn’t too concerned 
when it was. refused then under 
Para. 23, AR 601-210; I could reen- 
list in the grade of master. sergeant, 
it being the grade I held when I 
accepted a battlefield commission 
in Korea in 1951. 

Then the change to the AR came 
out in April, which stated that all 
officers converting back to enlisted 
status who didn’t hold a permanent 
grade of E-7 must apply to the 
Army Department for a grade de 
termination. My permanent grade 
is E-5 but I worked just as hard 
and long to get my temporary E-7 
as those who have a permanent 
grade. 

I was proud to accept a commis- 
sion in the Army at that timé; now 
I think I made a mistake. The-way 
the grade determinations are com- 
ing back for other officers, all I 
can expect is my permanent grade 
of E-5, which means I and many 
others are being punished for ac- 
cepting a commission when our 
country needed us so bad. 

I .know several good top NCOs 
who had applied for OCS and who 
withdrew their applications when 
this change came out because their 
grade as NCOs weren't permanent 
and théy didn’t want to start out 
at the bottom again when the Army 
no longer wanted them as officers. 
Can’t blame them, either. 

I can see the reason for a grade 
determination board for officers 
converting back to enlisted status 
who came direct into the Army 
from ROTC as officers, or went to 
OCS directly after finishing basic 
training, or who were never NCOs. 
But the temporary~NCOs who 
worked hard and long for their 
grades and then accepted commis- 
sians are being hurt very bad now. 

They should at least be assured 
of getting back the rank they held 
when commissioned whether it’s 
permanent or temporary. 

I have almost 14 years of service, 
six of it commissioned so it is hard 
to throw away. But I guess that is 
what I will have to do if I don’t 
get my E-7 grade back. I don’t in- 
tend to start all over again.

“Strike!” 

That word is music to the ears 
of some 20 million Americans who 
take their exercise — and, main- 
tain some psychologists, vent their 
aggressions — by knocking down 
10 maple pins with a 16-pound ball. 

Bowling is America’s most popu- 
lar participant sport. And with 
good reason. The necessary equip- 
ment is inexpensive, the game can 
be played in any kind of weather, 
and it’s a sport in which everyone 
can take part. 

Over the years, as more and more 
people have taken to the game, 
some remarkable bowliog records 
have been set, too. 

Take the famous 29942 game, for 
example. It was rolled in Feb. 11, 
1905, in Seattle, when on the 12th 
bali, following 11 strikes, James 
T. Blackstone knocked over nine 
pins, the 10th pin remaining up- 
right. However, part of it was 
broken. off and bowlers, the press 
and—later on—Robert Ripley dub- 
bed it the “29942 game.” 

Then there was the 301 game 
bowled in 1928 by Cleveland star 
Marion McDowell. He had 11 
strikes in a row when one of the 
spectators bet him that he couldn't 
shoot a “301 game.” McDowell took 
the bet. He instructed the pinspot- 
ter to stand another pin next to 
the 7-pin. MeDowell then rolled his 
12th ball for a strike—and “301”! 

But there are advantages to por- 
ing over these records. Consider 
the amazing performance. of De- 
troit’s Al C. Fifer in 1944. Mr. 
Fifer holds the world’s record for 
the most gutter balls in an ABC 
tournament game—eight.

New Non-Fiction 


ILOVAN DJILAS was barely known to a handful of careful American 

newspaper readers, but chances are pretty good he will become 
a historical figure. He is the former Yugoslav vice-president who has 
written a bitter denunciation of the way of life he helped create. In 
“The New Class: An Analysis of the Communist System,” Djilas points 
out that a single ruling party which controls all means of production 
must inevitably create a self-perpetuating bureaucracy. This group, he 
says, acts like any other group — defending itself and increasing its 
Own power. It is the most telling attack on Communism in many years, 
and it was written by an important Communist wheel. (Frederick A. 
Praeger). Djilas is now in a Tito prison. 

Adlai Stevenson is the subject of two new books. One of them “The 
New America,” is a collection of his speeches and writings, edited by 
Seymour Harris. (Harper.) The other, “A Prophet in His Own Coun- 
iry,” (Doubleday) is by Kenneth S. David, who has written an earlier 
biography of Eisenhower. Comparing the two men, Davis writes, lke 
is the kind who goes along with events while Stevenson is the type of 
man who refuses to drift, but chooses to make the events. Adlai al- 
ready appears to be the subject of more books than Eisenhower. 

Dr. William Carlos Williams, a physician and one of our leading 
poets, has. written more than 40 books and has won scores of literary 
awards and degrees. Now the new publishing firm of McDowell, Obo- 
Jensky is bringing out a volume of his selected letters, covering the past 
52 years. 

George Stewart’s book last year about U.S. 40 was surprisingly 
popular. Now he’s come up with a new one, about the roads that run 
from the Arctic Circle in Alaska to Costa Rica. The title is “N.A. 1,” 


and the publisher is Houghton Mifflin. Volume one goes north from 
ihe U.S.-Canada line, Volume two goes south from Our Mexican border. 
INustrated. 

The same publisher is planning to produce a new book about Salem 


witches. The author will be Esther Forbes, Pulitzer Prize winner 
whose ancestor was one of the victims Of the witch-hunting hysteria of

The chief, a hospital 
corpsman, uses several real characters (mostly Marine heroes) in his 
story, which is being published by Pageant Press of New York.

West opened the jack of Spades, 
and declarer ruffed in dummy. He 
thought for a moment of trying the 
club finesse, but decided not to. 

Instead, South led a trump to the 
king and returned a low diamond 
toward dummy. West had to play 
low, since it would have been fatal 
to put up the ace. Dummy would 
then have three good diamonds, 
and South could get rid of the 
queen and jack of clubs. 

Dummy won with the king of 
diamonds, and South led a trump 
to his queen. This put him in po- 
sition to lead another low diamond 
toward dummy. 

Once again West was on the 
horns of a dilemma. If he put up 
the ace of diamonds, South would 
later get rid of his two losing clubs 
on good diamonds. 

West again played a low dia- 
mond, hoping that South could not 
produce 12 tricks. Now, however, 
South didn’t have a losing diamond. 
He won with dummy’s queen of dia- 
monds and cheerfully took the club 
finesse. He could afford to lose a 
club trick, and could claim the rest 
of the tricks. 

If South had taken the club fin- 
esse early, there would have been 
a different result. West would 
have taken the king of clubs and 
the ace of diamonds in quick suc- 
cession

5 Million Mark 
Seen at Miami 


MIAMI, Fla. — During the first 
half of this year 2,218,649 passen- 
gers went through Miami’s Inter- 
national Airport and officials esti- 
mate the five million mark will 
be reached by the end of 1957. 

The six months’ figure was a 
gain of 11 per cent over the cor- 
responding period of last year. 
With the usual increase in travel 
during the fall and winter months, 
the five million mark is expected 
to be reached or surpassed.

This is essentially the 
idea Our advertising expert was ex- 
pressing four decades ago. Mr. 
Ingraham states the result of this

“In the final analysis the 
manufacturers are convinced that 
sales appeal must be directed 


mainly to the eye-catching quali- 
ties of their products rather than 
ihe road qualities.”

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Early Satellite Tests a Success 


WASHINGTON. — The Depart- 
ment ef Defense recently announ- 
eed some details of the test pro- 
gram leading up to the launching 
of a scientific earth satellite during 
ahe US. ICY" «shone 
is-under the over-all direction of 
the IGY Committee of the National 
Academy. of Sciences, Launching 
vehicle tests are being conducted 
by the Naval ee Laboratory 
at aaa AFB, . These tests 
are designed to p Fokog orderly evolu- 
rn from a singl 
the three-stage launching vehicle 
required for pl a scientific 
earth satellite on orbit to gather 
upper atmosphere scientific data. 


TO DATE there have _—_ two 
test vehicle launchings both of 
which have been highly successful. 
The first, on December 8, 1956, was 
a single-stage rocket using a "Mar- 
tia Viking. The second, on May 1, 
1957, was a two-part rocket with 





a prototype of the Vanguard’s third 
stage 


The next test, now being pre- 
pared at Cape Canaveral, will use 
a prototype first stage with dum- 
my second and third stages and 
will have the external shape of 
the final Vanguard rocket. It will 
be several weeks before this test 
firing is held. 

If the next test is successful, 
four test firings with complete 
three-stage rockets are’ planned. 
Due to the step-by-step nature of 
the development program, dates 
for these firings cannot be fixed 
at this time. 3 .

EACH OF the complete three- 
stage tests may carry a test “pay- 
load’ consisting of a magnesium 
sphere weighing about four pounds 
and 6.4 inches in diameter. These 
spheres are intended only to pro- 
vide engineering data on the per- 
formance of the launching vehicle 
and related tracking equipment. 
They will carry antennas and Mini- 





track radio transmitters to permit 
tracking stations along the test 
range to measure velocity both 
before and after ejection. 

As test objectives are reached 


in the step-by-step program, fewer 
test instruments will be required

4) VERYONE complains about 

the weather,” Mark Twain 
once gaid, “but nobody does any- 
thing about it.” 

The famed author, whose real 
name was Samuel L. Clemens, 
could well have been thinking 
about the early automobile. when 
he made that statement.

Plastic Model Car Used in Tests 


DETROIT, ‘Mich, — An all-plas- 
tic model car, believed to be the 
first of its kind in the automotive 


industry, is assisting Chrysler 
Corporation engineers to deter- 
mine the sturdiness of automobiles. 

The six-foot long, transparent 
plastic model, igs an exact replica, 
three-eighths the size of a stand- 
ard steel automobile. It allows en- 
gineers to check data on the struc- 
tural strength of body shells, un- 
derbellies and other key parts of 


a car. 

When weights are attached to 
either the front or rear end of the 
plastic chassis, engineers can 
mathematically “magnify” how ac- 
tual steel frames or parts react 
under a similar strain. Then, 
through a system of mathematical 
calculations, they can study the ef- 
fect of any twist, bend, or deflec- 
tions that might occur. 

From knowledge obtained in 
these plastic model studies, de- 
signs or materials for full-size 
steel cars can be changed and re- 
tested—before an automobile is ap- 
proved for production.

eldest community festival will be} 


celebrated for the 245th time 
August 30 to September 2, when 
the citizens of Sante Fe hold their 
annual Fiesta, commemorating the 
capital city’s deliverance from the 
Indians in 1692. 

A four-day period of municipal 
pageantry and merry-making, the 
Fiesta has been a yearly event 
since 1712, when New Mexico was 
a province of Spain. That year 
marked the 20th anniversary of 
the re-conquest of the land by the 
Spanish, who had been forced to 
flee New Mexico in 1680, following 
the fierce rebellion of the Pueblo 
Indians. 

MODERN FIESTAS have grown 
in size and scope since that first 
celebration in the early 18th Cen- 
tury, but the basic flavor and at- 
mosphere of the Fiesta are dis- 
tinctly Spanish. 

The festival begins with the De 
Vargas Mass at St. Francis Cathe. 
dral, a mass in honor of Captain- 
General Diego de Vargas, the Span- 
ish officer who led the re-conquest 
against the Indians in 1692. That 


evening, Zozobra is burned—a 
huge, papier-mache puppet, signi- 
fying gloom and despair. After 


this colorful ceremony, the joyful 
spirit of Fiesta takes over the 
city. 

Center of Fiesta activities is the 
old Plaza, a small, tree-shaded 
public park in the heart of Santa 
Fe that was designed by the 
founders of the city in 1610. There 
is continueus entertainment in the 
Plaza—singing, pageantry, band 
concerts and street dancing. 

A number of parades wind 
through the narrow streets of 
America’s oldest capital city 
during the Fiesta celebrations: 
a Pontifical Procession from the 
cathedral, an historical parade, 
in which the costumes of four 
centuries of Santa Fe history are 
exhibited, an hysterical parade, 
usually staged by the artistic and 
literary colony, in which promi- 
nent public figures and institu- 
tions are lampooned, and a Pet 
Parade. 

On Sunday afternoon, the stir- 
ring De Vargas “Entrada” is pre 
sented in the plaza. Santa Feans, 
dressed in authentic Seventeenth 
Century costume, re-enact the 
dramatic entry of De Vargas and 
his soldiers into Santa Fe, and 
read the ancient proclamation of 
re-conquest to the citizens. Many 
of Santa Fe’s Spanish speaking in- 
habitants are direct descendents ot 
the soldiers and colonists who came 
to New Mexico with De Vargas.

— You will 
walk into a living museum when 
you discover for yourself the part 
of San Diego where California be- 
gan: Old Town, San Diego.

By JACOB DESCHIN 
G ETTING a job as a regular Life 
photographer is one of the goals 
of ambitious young amateurs and 
would-be photojournalists. “Life 
Photographers, Their Careers and 
Favorite Pictures’ (New York: 
Doubleday & Co., Inc. $5), with 
text and editing by Stanley Ray- 
field, is a book of pictures and 
brief biographical sketches on 40 
photographers (three of them 
women) who made the grade. 
Unfortunately for the aspirant 
who would like to know there is 
hardly a hint of how they did it. 
But then maybe all that the 90- 
page, 10%x14inch “book tries to 
do is mainly to ~— = 
show pictures 
which the pho- 
tographers _se- 
lected as their 
personal favo- 
rites. Some of 
them are whop- 
pers and the 
reader who sees 
Life even now 
and then will 
recognize favor- 
ites of his own,

Others are only so-so, a result which 
is inevitable when you ask photog- 
raphers to pick their best, in their 
own opinion. 


As one photographer once ex- 
pressed it: “I have no favorites; my 
best picture is the one I’m going 
to take next.” Which is one way 
of getting around it for, after all, 
the photographer is too much in- 
volved in his pictures to really be 
able to see them objectively. 

7 > = 

AS FOR THE. biographical 
sketches, they offer little more 
than broad hints of what the read- 
er would like to know about the 
photographer. Most of each sketch 
is devoted to a recital of the as- 
signments the photographer has 
covered for Life. 

However, in adding up, one does 
get a fair idea of the composite 
Life photographer (or any pho- 
tographer for any other magazine, 
for that matter) as one who started, 
was studying for or engaged in an- 
other career, but was wooed away 
by the fascination the camera holds 
for those who like the excitement, 
the variety of experience, and the 
challenge of the chase, often 
against odds, that the medium un- 
doubtedly offers. 

Most of Life’s staff got the bug 
when they were youngsters 
(they were given a camera, or 
bought one out of curiosity, or 
came to photography by chance 
and liked it). Others chose the 
camera deliberately because 
nothing else suited them as much 
as a means of earning a regular 
living. 

The value of the book for the 
would-be professional photograph- 
er is primarily in a study of the 
pictures as a kind of general defi- 
nition of what is meant by photo- 
journalism. A careful perusal will 
reveal it to be more than the 
equivalent of the press photog- 
rapher’s spot news picture. 

More preparation often goes into 
it, more imagination, ingenuity and 
comprehensive coverage. Pictures 
of people frequently are penetrat- 
ing studies of personality. A num- 
ber of the pictures illustrate some 
of the advanced modern techniques 
used by photographers. 

The technical essay at the back 
»f the book describes the wide 
range of equipment required by the 
modern photographer to meet the 
demands for the unusual situation 
and unique photographic problem. 

Incidentally, the book’s jacket as 
well as the picture spreads inside 
show candid shots of Life photog- 
raphers equipped for action. It will 
be noted that most of them are 
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carrying miniature cameras, some 
twin-lens reflexes. 
*s ° * 

CHICAGO’S INSTITUTE of De- 
sign of the Hlinois Institute of 
Technology is noted for its encour- 
agement of the photography stu- 
dents to think for themselves and 
to let their fancy roam along cre- 
ative lines. Recently, this freedom 
led to an experiment outside the 
school’s curriculum. 

With ideas of their own on how 
their photographs should be re- 
produced, they engaged in a group 
venture to issue a portfolio con- 
taining reproductions made on an 
individual basis, that is, each pic- 
ture was treated as a separate prob- 
lem. 

To keep expenses down, they 
used the school’s “primitive” 
press and an assortment of in- 
expensive papers, including in 
addition to coated and uncoated 
proof paper, such unconventional 
materials as “brown wrapping 
paper, a page of the city tele- 
phone directory, tracing paper, 
and blue tissue paper. 

The published result (in 483 
copies) was titled “Student Inde- 
pendent,” a portfolio of 28 photo- 
graphs reproduced in a range of 
grays and blacks and in a variety 
of colors, blue, red, yellow, green, 
etc.

—did you set the shutter for the 
correct speed? H for horse sense— 
is the subject worth while?

TH teen-age set, which rocks 

and rolls, rocks frequently and 
violently, we understand, to a song 
entitled “All Shook Up.” That title 
best describes the civilian em- 
ployees of the Defense Department 
this week as they face whopping 
personnel slashes. - 

The Navy is cutting 18,000, the 
Air Force is cugting 20,000 and the 
Army is sharpening the ax. 

Employees are worried about 
their offices being cut back or 
their jobs abolished and, of course, 
as always in such a situation, ru- 
mors are flying. (We understand 
the big joke in several offices is 
to walk up to a fearful employee, 
grab his hand, shake it with unus- 
ual warmth, and say, “Lots of luck 
wherever you go, Jack!”) 

The Navy will cut 18,000 em- 
ployees from its list of 389,717 
civilians, which is a 4.6 percent 
cut. It is to save $6 million a 
month. Most of the reductions will 
take place by Oct. 31. 

The Air Force 20,000 cuts will 
be completed by Oct. 1. It will save 
more than $7 million a month. 

The Army is readying reduction 
plans at press time. -

THE DEMOCRATIC POLICY 
committee. in the Senate has 
cleared the pay raise bill for floor 
action. It was likely to come up 
at the end of this week, 

Chairman Olin Johnston, of the 
Post Office and Civil Service com- 
mittee, said the move will be to 
take the House-passed 11-percent 
raise bill, rather than the Senate 
bill (7% percent), The point here 
is that by passing the House bill 
it could go straight to the Presi- 
dent. If the Senate bill were passed 
and had to go to conference, it 
might take too long and kill 
chances for passage this session. 

Assuming the bill passes without 
amendments and goes to the Pres- 
ident, the date of adjournment be- 
comes a factor. It is assumed that 
the President will veto the bill. 
While Congress is in session the 
President has to veto a bill within 
10 days (Sundays excepted) or it 
becomes law. So if Congress is still 
in session the bill would be vetoed 
and its sponsors would get a chance 
to try to override the veto. 

If Congress adjourns less than 10 
days after the bill passes, the Pres- 
ident can just ignore it and it 
does not become law—the “pocket 
veto.” In such a case, Congress 
would not’ be given a chance to 
overside the veto. 


It is the opinion here that such 
consideration is academic, because 
a veto will not be overridden.

Porcelain Collection at Fort Lee 
Includes Rare Pieces of Lost Art 


FORT LEE, Va.—The making of 
porcelain-figurines, for all practical 
purposes, is a lost art. It has not 
met with any real success for near- 
ly 150 years. 

Even the opportunity to see a 
representative collection of these 
charming 18th. century artifacts is 
a rare thing in this country. But 
an outstanding collection is now on 
display at the library here. These 
pieces were gathered over a period 
of years throughout western 
Europe by CWO and Mrs. B. L. 
Iseminger. 

The Isemingers have several 
beautiful pieces of Meissen porce- 
lain, the oldest hard-paste porcelain 
in the western world, dating back 





to 1720. They have Capo di Montes, 
made near Naples, the oldest and 
finest of Italian porcelain.. They 
also have Royal Copenhagen from 
the short-lived, but extremely fine 
Danish factory; figurines from 
Frankenthal; from Sevres; and 12 
dancing girls from Salzberg, that 
are valued at $1500. In fact, the 
collection includes pieces from 
practically every famous porcelain- 
making section of 18th century 
Europe. 
Early Porcelain 

Hard paste porcelain was known 
in China during the Tang Dynasty 
in the seventh century. In Europe 
the first successful attempt to make 
porcelain was in 1560, under the 


patronage of Francisco de Medici’

This was soft- 
paste porcelain, which is not of as 
fine a texture, nor does it process 
the same qualities for enameling 
as does hard-paste. 


The real porcelain industry inj 


Europe began in 1709 near Dres- 
den. There, an alchemist named 
Johann Boettger succeeded in re- 
placing kaolin for red clay. Kaolin 
is the base of all real porcelain and 
is fused with petunse, a feldspar, 
at extremely high temperatures. 
Manufacturing Porcelain 

A mold is cast from a model, and 
from the mold comes the figurine. 
Painting the figurine is a delicate 
affair because several firings are 
necessary. 

The dainty lace on some figur- 
ines is actually made of the finest 
handmade lace. It is put on the 
painted statue and then dipped in 
liquid glaze. Then the entire 
figure is fired again, the lace burn- 
ing away and leaving the glaze in 
its form. 

Porcelain - making spread from 
Meissen over the rest of western 
Europe and even into Russia de- 
spite the closely guarved trade 
secrets. The arcanist, or porcelain 
maker, was jealous of his trade and 
resented newcomers both from his 
point of view as a workman and 
artist and because of commercial 
competition. 

Its Rise and Fall 

Through the 18th century, as 
technology advanced, designs and 
themes underwent great changes. 
Early Meissens were suggested by 
court amusements, mythological 
characters and local pastoral 
scenes, Later it became the style 
to have outstanding artists paint 
scenes on porcelain vases and 
bowls, and the famous Watteau 
became one of the best known art- 
ists in this field. 

At the turn of the century, how- 
ever, neo-classical trends styled 
porcelain in ways that did not en- 
hance natural characteristics and 
the beauty of such pieces began to 
fade, 

With the beginning of the in- 
dustrial age the laborious process 
of making porcelain was found to 
be unprofitable. and now has be- 
come a lost art.

ROADS ARE RUGGED 





Role of Ai 





By SFC PAUL E, MORBILL 
FORT RICHARDSON, Alaska.—More and more, ground 
troops in Alaska are finding it difficult to do without their 
winged brothers, the Army air arm, its planes and pilots. 


Rugged terrain, severe weather, 
unusual tactical training problems 
and humane situations all have a 
bearing on this conclusion of the 
foot soldiers in Alaska. 

In 1942, light aireraft became 
organic to the Field Artillery for 
spotting targets. During Korea 
More’uses ‘were found for the light 
fixed-wing planes and the heli- 
copter. Today, the full potential 
of slow flying aircraft is being 
realized by the Army in Alaska. 

Here, the Army cannot always 
depend - upon “roads, especially 


where there aren’t any and the} 


construction of them is hard, time- 
consuming and expensive. 

Because the majority of the Ter- 
ritory is inaccessible to anything 
but aircraft (4133 miles of highway 
within the- Territory’s 586,000 
square miles); and. many landing 


-areas are’ short, the light type fixed- 


wing planes and helicopters are 
worth their weight: in gold. The 
two have been regular workhorses 
in Alaska doing a variety of jobs. 
Alaskan Army pilots, of the newly 
designated 2d Aviation Ce. have 
flown a variety of missions, many 
unlike those outside. 

A common mission for both fixed- 
wing craft and helicopters is their 
use as ambulances. Evacuating 
sick or injured soldiers, depend- 
ents and civilians from isolated 
sites or inaccessible areas happens 
frequently. 

* a . 

A -SOLDIER’S WIFE became 
seriously ill at Fort Richardson and 
had to be hospitalized. The soldier 
was on a maneuver in a snow cov- 
ered area miles from the post. The 
post dispensary wanted the soldier 
at his wife’s bedside. 

Medics called the post’s air 
strip, Bryant. Army Air Field. By 
radio from. the field’s control 
shack the message was relayed to 
a copter taking part in the exer- 
cise. An L-19 liaison plane also 
heard the message and both pilots 
offered to pick up the man. 

The helicopter reached the sol- 
dier’s platoon in the field by radio 
and directed him to proceed to a 
flat ice covered clearing. Mean- 
while the ski-equipped L-19 had 
landed in the clearing and was 
waiting as the man arrived on snow 
shoes. He was at his wife’s bed- 
side within the hour. 


AN ANTIAIRCRAFT unit was 
having trouble keeping wire intact 
between two_isolated sites due to 
construction along a road near 
which more than five miles of the 
wire was laid. As the crow flies 
the distance direct was three miles 
between the two sites; three miles 
of heavy woods, hills and a marsh. 
It would have taken days to lay it 
overland. A helicopter laid it in 
a matter of minutes. 

Both the helicopter and the fixed- 
wing light aircraft have been used 
in spotting forest fires and in tak- 
ing fire fighters into the burning 
areas. 

Medicines, serums and blood 
have been flown into many of 
Alaska’s isolated Army sites, often 
wher a man’s life was at stake.
